tion, correctly formed heat-radiating surfaces, 

smooth areas for decorating, a wide range of 
shapes and artistic styles. 


As the success of the heating outfit depends 
much on a free and rapid circulation of steam or 
water through the radiators, particular pains 
are taken to make the inner spaces with smooth 
and burrless passageways. 


The outer surfaces of American Direct Radia- 
tors are set up so that the sections themselves do 
not impede a free radiation of warmth to the 
rooms. The rounded edges provide for each 
section the largest possible surface from which 
the heat rays strike out directly into the sur- 
rounding air. 


American Radiators are made in a large num- 
ber of regular and special shapes and may easily 
be adapted to fit any space and still provide 
warmth for the room. Highly artistic in design 
with surfaces smooth and free from blemishes, 
they create beautiful effects when covered with 
bronze or enamel.

Construction 


HE sections of American 

Radiators are held 

tightly together by espe- 
cially annealed right- and left- 
hand threaded radiator nipples. 
These nipples, impervious to 
rust and of high tensile strength, 
make an absolutely tight and 
permanent joint, yet permit the 
sections to be easily taken apart 
to change the size of the radia- 
tor if an increase or decrease in 
the amount of heating surface 
is desired. No unsightly rods 


are needed to hold together the radiator sections as is the case 


with all radiators of push nipple construction. The tightness and 


strength of American Radiators and their ability to stand the 


strain of shipping and handling are in large part due to the exacting 


attention given these threaded iron connections.
